forded us of reading so excellent an article on our mysterious 
political situation by Eugene Forsey. We are pleased also, to 
have the pleasure of glancing at what Dr. Leacock lias to tell 
us. through the medium of his instructive and occasionally 
genuuiely humorous pen. 

There are other sections of the paper, however, with which 
we cannot agree, and to which we take definite exception. In 
the first place, considering the fact that the Fortnightly- Review 
bears the name of McGill. and has presumably derived the right 
to use that name from Corporation, we hold it in bad taste to 
openly damn with feint praise four or five times, a gentleman 
-who is employed by Corporation as Officer of Instruction. 
Like the Beview, we are in favour of freedom of speech, and 
freedom of the expression of private opinion. Yet we feel, that 
the peculiar way in which our society is constructed, makes it 
impossible, if we are to be 'decent', to curse ? servant in front 
of his master, when we are that master's guest. More especial- 
ly do we hold this wrong, when we consider that the servant in 
question has performed the duties of his office to everyone's 
satisfaction. 

The Editors have conimitted another grave error when they 
attempt to condemn the Daily for criticising adversely a certain 
"uferee. Had they thought at all. before writing, they should 
have noted that the Daily never criticised the Referee in ques- 
ïïcpi. But suppose it had done so; then the Review is attempt- 
ing to deny to the Daily, what it seeks for itself— that valued 
prize, the right of self-expression and free speech. 

That the Review does not wholly approve of the new con- 
stitution of the Daily is also noted. Its remarks on the subjects 
?.re once again the result either of lack of thought or of ignor- 1 
■o-nce. That on student controversial subjects, the Editorial 
Columns of the Daily must remain innocuous as a result of this 
.piece of legislation is perfectly true. Eût this fact must be con- 
sidered; The Students' Executive Council owns the McGill Daily; 
as. owners it has a virtual right to dictate the Daily's editorial 
policy. In granting in writing, to the Daily, definite rejection 
of this power, the Council has acted in a particularly broad- 
minded manner. That as result of clause three, the Editorial 
Columns shall become columns of filler we deny. Surely there 
are greater things than student politics that arc worthy of dis- 
cussion in our Editorial Columns? The very existence of the 
Fortnightly Review at once admits this. 

The McGill Fortnightly Review is a legitimate offspring of 
(the McGill Daily. It is a child that a fond mother nursed care- 
fully from infancy, and last year, put into its first pair of Jong 
trousers. When the first "longs" had served their term, the 
youth, cried for another pair, but penury forced the parent to 
it once more to don its old knickers. The child rebelled, 
nd left home; it raised money and bought itself what' it want- 
ed. It is missed at home, but in its new life we wish it every 
success. We hope only that by the next time it appears, it will 
haved cleared the greater part of the political dust from its 
trousers, and will appear as it promised us on leaving, "a liter- 
ary journal".
